NATIONALIZED COAL 


lf the I ruffian settlement of the soft coal strike is 
allowed to stand by the two other branches of the Federal 
governm ent— the courts and Congress— two conclusions 
are inescapable: 
hirst, coal mining now is a nationalized industry. 
Second, the U. S. bas taken its first real bite of dic­ 
tatorship. 
Both in the method by which the negotiations were 
conducted and the procedure by which the changes were 
effected, the entire matter is unique. 
I he President of the United States bargained (as 
^presenting the whole people) with a shotgun at his head, 
in the figurative sense, I Ie gave in completely. There is 
nothing of consequence which John L . Lew is demanded 
that he did not receive. 
Moreover, by the edict of the President and his 
subordinates it is unmistakeable that Federal statutes, th** 
Federal Constitution, the States laws and Constitution, 
and the accepted Am erican methods of government were 
ridden down roughshod. 
, I ake those as mentioned, There is no warrant in the 
f ederal laws for establishing Federal standards to replace 
State standards in mine inspection, and none for turning 
the responsibility for these matters over to union employes 
instead of the State and Federal officials, in co-operation 
with the owners, who have created the safety methods 
now in use. 
Neither is there any warrant in the law for giving 
to the Federal Coal Mines Adm inistrator the immense 
power he is awarded by the agreement. 
Congress has not l>een consulted in these drastic 
changes in the Federal laws. 
No provision is made for 
court review of them. 
Consider the Constitution. 
Perhaps as m any as a 
dozen Constitution provisions are ignored. Fundam ental, 
of course, is the prohibition against depriving of property 
without due process.
